Ahead in Products of Soil, but Lat- 
ter Has Greater Irrigation System, 
Says Engiheer. 

“California is far ahead of India 
in the products raised by irrigation, 
but India has a much more extensive 
irrigation system than the southwest- 
ern part of the United States,” said 
F. W. Schonemann, Superintending 
engineer of construction for the 
British government at Lahore, yes- 
terday. He is one of several British 
government officials of India en route 
home that country via. Los An- 
xeles, and who have arrived at the 
Van Nuys within the past few days. 

“American engineers, and particu- 
lary those of the southwestern part 
of the country are well known in In- 
dia for the greatness of their achieve- 
ments, particularly the immense Jams 
which they have built of concrete,” 
said Schonemann. “Our projects are 
considerably larger than those in this 
eountry. The Punjab work is one in 
which five rivers are absolutely car- 
ried. away from their channels and 
diverted over the land. They are as 
dry as bone below the final dam“ 

“The Chenab River cana) dia- 
charges 11,000 cubic feet of water per 
second, while the discharge of the 
Thames River in England averages 
enly 1600 cubic feet. The soll itself 
is probably not as ruch as that in 
this section of the world, which is 
possibly accountable for the fact that 
only grain is raised there.

Again Dr. Parker detailed a visit 
he had made with Mrs. Parker to the 
study of Dr. Brougher of the Temple 
Baptist Church, at the telephonic re- 
quest of the latter. He desired to act 
as peacemaker. Mrs. Parker told Dr. 
Brougher that Parker had attempted 
to poison her, while he was treating 
her teeth in his office. She also com- 
plained of his relations with other 
women, especially his office attend- 
ants. 

“If Dr. Parker discharges the wom- 
en at present in his employ, would 
that be satisfactory?” asked Dr. 
Brougher, according to Parker. i 

“It would not,“ declared Mrs’

Distribution Plans.

HANDLING AQUEDUCT _ 
POWER AND LIGHT. 


HE Aqueduct Advisory Board, 
T the Public Service Commission 
and the engineers yesterday con- 
ferred in regard to the distributing 
plans for electric current from the 
aqueduct power project. Plans for 
a distributing system were presented 
by Electrical Engineer Scatter good. 
These plans divide the city into five 
districts, with an aggregate of 1068 
miles. The total cost of an under- 
ground system as figured by Scatter- 
good is placed at $16,574,500, while 
the total overhead system is fixed at 
$2,868,000. 

The underground system estimates 
the cost eof commercial lines and 
equipment at $12,764,300, and the 
cost of street lighting at $3,820,260. 
The overhead system places the com- 
mercial lines at $1,618,000 and the 
street lighting system at $1,250,000. 

The districts are designated as 
0, 1. 2, 3 and 4. The estimate per 
front foot for district 0 is 62 cents; 
for district 1, 66.1 cents; for district 
2, 82.6 cents; for district 3, 35.8 
cents; for district 4, 34.5 cents.

He has pledged to him or elected 
for him by proper and just methods more 
than forty delegates over and above a net 
majority of the convention. 
We are presuming, as we have a right to

When the ontests are settled 
and the delegations seated the convention 
will be for the President, and nothing can 
wrench the nomination from his hands ex- 
cepting high-handed violence or the c- 
rupt use of money. That the big stick can 
be wielded effectively, or the big bluff made 
good, is an absurd conception. | 

There is the other possibility. Mark you, 
we do not for a minute think it is a proba- 
bility. But Col. Roosevelt’s whirlwind, 
disgraceful campaign for the nomination 
has been carried on by a lavish expenditure 
ot money which did not come out of his 
own pockets nor out of the palms of the 
‘plain people. The money came from inter- 
ests favored by the former President dur- 
ing his incumbency of the Presidential of- 
fice contrary to law and right, and from 
great interests that have felt the weight of 
the law under the administration of Presi- 
dent Taft. This money has been effective 
in securing délegates at the primary polls 
for Col. Roosevelt. From outgivings that 
cannot be permitted to pass unnoticed it 
seems as if a similar use of money was 
to be relied upon to buy delegates elected 
by voters who desire to see Mr. Taft nom- 
inated, and thus to secure for Col. Roosevelt 
the nomination by corruption, treachery 
and robbery. 

Now recognizing as we do that there 
may be in the convention here and there a 
man who will betray the confidence of his 
constituents for personal gain, we will not

PRECEDENT, OF MAXIMILIAN. 

The history of Maximilian’s invasion 
of Mexico has been written by his enemies. 
He was no Cortez bent on conquest and in- 
spired by a lust of gold. A Mexican polit- 
ical party which seemed to be in a majority 
and which was weary of internecine feuds 
which then, as now, were inspiring con- 
tending classes to engage in pillaging and 
cutting one another’s throats, solicited Maxi- 
milian to come, restore order and inaugu- 
rate a rule of law. | 

In 1863, when the United States was ab- 
sorbed in civil war, a dozen battleships 
from England, France and Spain cast an- 
chor in the harbor of Vera Cruz, and their 
representatives demanded payment of loans 
which had been made to Mexico. Mexico 
was bankrupt. How could she pay? In 40 
years she had passed through thirty-six 
changes and had had seventy-three Presi- 
dents. 

Distinguished Mexicans, representing the 
law and order and higher civilization of the 
unfortunate land, begged the European na- 
tions to assist their distracted country. 

Napoleon III received the proposition 
eagerly. He was fired with the thought of 
establishing in America a great Latin em- 
pire that should be a suzeraingy and an ally 
of France. England and Spain concurred. 
Spain wished to give to Mexico as ruler a 
Bourbon Prince. To this Louis Napoleon 
would not agree, but he consented to ac 


cept an duke fr the house of Aus- 
tria and choicd fell upon Prince Maxi- 
milian. 


Maximilian was of the blood royal. He 
was a mab Of varied accomplishments. He 
spoke six languages. He was a scientist. 
He was a student of political philosophy. 
He accepted the position offered him. He 
renounced his rights to the throne of Aus- 
tria and with his wife, Carlotta, in April, 


1864, sailed for the land where he expected

Miramon and Mefia were 
captured by the Liberals. \ 

They were, with but trifling formality, 
condemned to death and on the 19th of 
June, 1867, were shot. Mefia was an Indian 
and faced the firing squad with the com- 
posure of a fatalist. Miramon was of Fran- 
co-Spanish blood and met death with a 
jest. Maximilian died with the dignity of 
a philosopher. His last act was to give 
each of the seven soldiers who composed 
the firing party a doubloon and to request 
them to aim at his heart and spare his 
face. 

The body of Maximilian was taken to 
Vera Cruz, and the ship which three years 
before had brought him and Carlotta to 
Mexico returned his mutilated body to his 
crazed widow. 


RAINING THE LAKES. 
The land-hunger of the East has 
reached tbe inflammation point in a propo- 
sition to drain the great lakes and obtain 
thereby 14,000,000 acres of valuable farm 
lands which, at $10 per acre, would amount 
to $140,000,000, while the cost of the work 
would be but $10,000,000. 

Engineers claim that the lakes can be 
drained. Over one hundred years ago the 
waters of Haarlem Lake were pumped in 
the sea in Holland. But the ground o 
tained has since not been cultivated and no 
great wealth has been obtained in conse- 
quence. The Netherlands government has 
under consideration a plan of draining’ the 
Zuyder Zee at a cost of $10,000,000 by build- 
ing a strong dam across the narrows with 
great sluice works. This would redeem a 
tract of land eight by forty miles in size 
now covered by the ocean. 

Even if the Great Lakes should be drained 
at a profit of $100,000,000 or more, would 
that compensate the people of the North- 
west for the loss of water communication 
between Chicago and Buffalo? And what 
would be done with the water? It would 
be an engineering possibility to send it to 
the sea by means of an immense canal from 
Chicago to the Illinois River and an en- 
largement of the latter so that the waters 
of Lake Michigan might be emptied into 
the Mississippi River and thence to the 
Gulf of Mexico. But the Mississippi seems 
to have all it can do to carry off the water 
that now flows into it. The proposition to 
drain the lakes presents commercial and 
social as well as engineering problems for 
solution.

THE “PURE DEMOCRACY” DELUSION. 
[Lesiie’s:] Government which com- 
prises the initiative, referendum and re- 
call of officials and of judicial decisions ia 
government by impulse and caprice. Rome’s 
plebiscitum was the initiative in its essen- 
tial form, while the recall is the ostracism 
of Athens under a new name. Both worked 
badly and were discarded Under modern 
conditions and in a great nation like the 
United States, they would work worse than 
they did in the countries in which they 
were invented. 

In a crude but effective way, the initia« 
tive and recall had their little hour on the 
stage during the French revolution, and 
the experience in those countries and pe- 
riods was not such as would commend them 
to Americans of the twentieth century. 
The recall of judges and of judicial deci- 
sions would bring a reign of demagogy and 
of mob rule which would disorganize our 
whole judicial machinery and reduce our 
orderly system of law enforcement to the 
level of the jurisprudence of the sand lots 
in the days of Dennis Kearney. 

The of the American Constitu- 
tion had the initiative and recall, under 
the other names, before them when they 
were engaged in fashioning their charter, 
and they rejected them. As between “pure 
democracy” and representative republican- 
ism, they selected the latter, and their fel- 
low-countrymen have applauded their cour- 
age and wisdom.

The death of Miss Carrie Boyce, at 
the home of her sister, Mrs. R. H.

Trustees today are closing a deal for 
a right of Way Across the land of the 
Willow Land Company for an outfall 
sewer. The city already has a right 
of way over county roads to a, point 
a mile and a Walf from the ocean at 
a point between Huntington Beach 
and Newport Beach.
